AND SPECIFIC RECOMMENDATIONS RELEVANT TO SUGGESTED 
SPEECH ARE BEING SENT SEPTEL. 
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3. BEGIN TEXT: ...DELETION... A SIGNIFICANT TEST OF 
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OUR WILL AND THE WILL OF NATIONS TO MEET THE CHALLENGES 
OF THE EIGHTIES IS NOW UNFOLDING IN GENEVA AT THE 
UNITED NATIONS CONFERENCE ON THE LAW OF THE SEA. 

THERE, REPRESENTATIVES OF SOME 140 NATIONS ARE ATTEMPT- 
ING TO CREATE A COMPREHENSIVE, BROADLY ACCEPTABLE 
(CHARTER) GOVERNING THE USES OF THE OCEANS. THIS IS 
AN HISTORIC UNDERTAKING-THE MOST SIGNIFICANT ATTEMPT 
AT INTERNATIONAL LAW-MAKING SINCE THE FOUNDATION OF 
THE UNITED NATIONS THIRTY YEARS AGO. 

LET US UNDERSTAND CLEARLY THE SIGNIFICANCE OF 
THIS CONFERENCE. THE OCEANS BOTH DIVIDE AND UNITE 
MANKIND. THEY COVER OVER 70 PER CENT OF OUR PLANET'S 
SURFACE AND DISTINGUISH US FROM ALL OTHER KNOWN 
PLANETS. THEY WASH THE SHORES OF MORE THAN 100 
NATIONS, AND ARE THE (AVENUES BY) WHICH 95 PER CENT

NUTRITIONAL NEEDS OF MANKIND: 

-AS AN UNTAPPED LODE OF MINTERALS AND RESOURCES 
VITAL TO THE WORLD ECONOMY; 

-AS A SOURCE OF PETROLEUM (VITAL TO THE PRODUCTION 
OF ENERGY) DELETION... 

-AS A RESERVOIR OF WATER, AS WE MAKE PROGRESS 
IN DESALINIZATION; 

-AND MOST FUNDAMENTALLY AS A SOURCE OF LIFE, 
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FOR THE OCEANS PROVIDE OVER 70 PERCENT OF THE EARTH S 
OXYGEN. 

BUT IN ADDITION TO FOOD, ENERGY, ECOLOGY AND RESOURCES, 
THE OCEANS PROVIDE A FOCUS FOR OTHER PRESSING ISSUES 
AS WELL: 

-SECURITY (, AND) 

-...DELETION... 

-THE CREATION OF NEW INTERNATIONAL STRUCTURES 
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AND CHANNELS FOR COOPERATION. 

... DELETION ... 

(TODAY, THE EXPLOSION OF MODERN TECHNOLOGY HAS 
INTENSIFIED THE USE OF OCEAN SPACE. HIGHLY 
SOPHISTICATED FISHING FACTORY VESSELS NOW DOMINATE 
AREAS FORMERLY THE EXCLUSIVE DOMAIN OF SMALL FISHING 
BOATS IN THE COASTAL FISHERIES; OIL AND GAS WELLS 
CLUSTER IN OFFSHORE AREAS. AND DRAMATIC NEW INITIATIVES 
IN DEEP-SEA MINING ARE BEING PLANNED.) ALL THESE 
ACTIVITIES DEMAND RATIONAL MANAGEMENT TO ENSURE THE

-(PROCEDURES FOR SETTLEMENT OF OCEANS DISPUTES.)

(BASIS FOR AGREEMENT) 

PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE. THE CONFERENCE HAS 
BENEFITED FROM THE LEADERSHIP OF (STRONG AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
CONFERENCE AND COMMITTEE CHAIRMEN). BUT THE EFFORT MAY 
BE OVERTAKEN BY EVENTS. TECHNOLOGY IS PROGRESSING AT

A 12-MILE TERRITORIAL SEA SHOULD BE RECOGNIZED,

ECONOMIC ZONE: 

A BROADER OFFSHORE "ECONOMIC ZONE" SHOULD BE 
ESTABLISHED OUT TO 200 MILES. WITHIN THE ZONE, THE 
COASTAL STATE WOULD HAVE SOVEREIGN RIGHTS TO EXPLORE, 
EXPLOIT, CONSERVE AND MANAGE LIVING AND NON-LIVING

FOUND. NO NATION OR GROUP OF NATIONS SHOULD ARBI- 
TRARILY BE DENIED THE RIGHT TO ENGAGE IN EXPLOITATION. 

(ON THE ONE HAND, ACCESS TO THESE MINERALS SHOULD NOT 
BE BURDENED BY UNREASONABLE CONDITIONS; ON THE OTHER, 

A BASIS FOR EFFECTIVE PARTICIPATION BY DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES MUST BE FOUND.) (ANY ANY INTERNATIONAL 
AUTHORITY TO GOVERN SEABED MINERAL RESOURCES SHOULD 
REFLECT A RATIONAL BALANCING OF INTERESTS-A BALANCE 
WHICH CORRESPONDS TO THE CONTRIBUTIONS WHICH COUNTRIES

SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES: 
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FINALLY, THERE MUST BE EFFECTIVE INTERNATION- 
AL MACHINERY FOR THE SETTLEMENT OF FUTURE DISPUTES 
OVER THE INTERPRETATION AND APPLICATION OF THE 
TERMS OF A LAW OF THE SEA TREATY AND THE EFFECTIVE 
ACCOMMODATION OF COMPETING USES OF THE SAME OCEAN 
SPACE. WE REGARD THIS AS AN ESSENTIAL COMPONENT 
OF A VIABLE AND STABLE INTERNATIONAL (ORDER) FOR 
THE OCEANS. 

(CONCLUSION) 

THE ISSUES OF THE LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE

THEM ALONE; THEY ILLUSTRATE THE CONCEPT OF INTER

INTERNATIONAL ACTION; THEY BEAR DIRECTLY ON THE 
FUTURE STABILITY AND PROSPERITY OF THE WORLD COM-

THE DEPLORABLE COLLAPSE OF THE PREPARATORY 
ENERGY CONFERENCE IN PARIS LAST WEEK GIVES US 
LITTLE GROUND FOR OPTIMISM, BUT GOOD REASON FOR ALL 
CONCERNED NATIONS TO REDOUBLE THEIR EFFORTS AT 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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GENEVA. 

THE GENEVA SESSION IS NOW IN ITS SIXTH WEEK.
